Climbing plants or vines play an 
important part in any scheme or 
landscape gardening, adding a fin- 
ishing touch to wall, fence or ver- 
andah that is not possible by any 


other means. There is a mistaken 


idea that such plants may ‘be harm- 
ful to brick or stone work but there 
are many buildings in the old lands 
which have been supporting ivies ror 
centuries and the walls under these 
green mantles are said to be in an 
excellent state of preservation, Asuae 
from the fact that climbers add a 
little trouble to the job of painting 
the woodwork around doors and win- 
dows, authorities claim that there 
are -no harmful effects whatever but 
on the other hand there are several 
substantial advantages. 

A house with the walls well 
screened with Boston Ivy or in the 
colder sections. of Canada the hardi- 
er, clinging type of Virginia Creeper, 
is much cooler in the hot weather 
for the simple reason that sun does 
not reach heat absorbing brick oe 
stone. As for verandahs the advant- | 
age in shade, coolness and privacy 
of such natural screens is too obvi- 
ous to need detailed explanation. 

(There is a host of permanent mat- 
erial at the disposal of the paraener. 
In the warmer districts of Canada, 
the close clinging Boston Ivy with 
its glossy green foliage in summer 
which turns to a brilliant red after 
the first frost is an ideal climber 
for walls of buildings. Like the Vir- 
ginia Creeper which is hardier and 
comes in both self and non-clinging 
types, it is a quicker grower when | 
once established amd will cover a 
wall up to 50 to 60 feet high. Duich- 
man's Pipe, Trumpet Vine and 
Clematis are suitable for verandahs. 
These should be grown on trellises 
or other support. They have attrac- 
tive flowers and effective foliage, 
especially the first two in the group. 

Productive Vegetables 

Vegetable gardens gehould be very 
productive affairs, and from a frac- 
tion of an acre o° ground, ten times 
the yield is. expected as would re- 
sult from a sitnilar area under ordi- 
nary field conditions. Where space 
is limited it is possible to grow two 
crops, even in those sections of 
Canada where the summer season is 
inclined to be short. This is done by 
planting rows of very early stuff like 
lettuce, radish and spinach, in be- 
tween later " maturing vegetables 
such as corn, tomatoes, parsnips and 
swiss chard. By the time the later 
things are beginning to need full 
room, the finst named group wi o¢ 
used and out of the way.

I consider of | 
jbenefit to my patients, and abstain from whatever is deleterious and! 
‘mischievous .. . I will give no deadly medicine to anyone, if asked .. . 
‘With purity and with holiness I will pass my life and practice my art, 
;... Into whatever houses I enter, I will go into them for the benefit of | 
ithe sick, and will abstain from every voluntary act of mischief and cor-, 
ruption . ... Whatever I see or hear, in connection with my professional , 
‘practice, or not in connection with it ... which ought not to be spoken 
‘of abroad, I will not divulge .. .” ! | 
: The oath closes with a prayer that, so long as it is strictly observed, | 
‘the physician may be blessed of gods and respected of men, but that, 
neither respect nor blessing shall dwell with him who violates it: 
: What an achievement it is for a man to have set up a standard! 
‘which has guided the thinking and practice of a whole profession for’ 
jtwenty-three centuries! It’s a high standard and, to the eternal credit of: 
physicians, a great majority of them make an honest effort to live’ 


up to it.

There are more 
“little fellows”—that is, independent 
merchants—in business in the Uni- 
ted States today than ever before. 
It hardly seems to be a proper con- 
cern of any government, state or 
national, to protect incompetents, 
but that is the tendency of every 
legislative effort to prevent price com- 
petition It deprives the distributors 
or merchant of superior ability of 
the right to profit ‘by the exercise 
of that ability because it makes it 
illegal for him to. sell more. cheaply. 
than his competitor does. - +> 


(The real victim of price-fixing 
laws is the ordinary citizen, the con- 
sumer, who is usually overlooked 
when such legislation is. being 
drafted. Behind every such measure 
are pressure blocs” composed’ of 
manufacturers and middlemen geek- 
ing their own financial advantage at 
the expense of the public. They are 
well organized and vocal. They send 
representatives and delegations to 
committees hearings—and the law- 
makers seldom hear from the con- 
sumers as such. They are not organ- 
ized and have no spokesmen.

It looks as though the long-suffer- 
ing ex-service man has at last de- 
cided to do something definite in 
regard to the Government's dis- 
missal) of his comrades without 
cause or explanation, 


We all remember the speeches and 


, editorials when war flared up in 

, Burope. Oh, how they stick in our 
minds; almost word for word. ‘It 
is the duty of every physically fit 
man to enlist in thig fight for 
freedom’’—“We are in this fight to 
the last man and the last dollar” 
—‘“Be sure that every man who 
returns will be given preference in 
employment’”’—and all the rest of 
it! 

Since the war ended various Gov- 
ernments have from time to time 
appointed commissions to look into 
the problem of the ex-soldier, and 
much good has resulted: from 
itthese; notably the War Veterans’ 
Allowance Act. But the big prob- 
lem of men who are not entitled 
to pension and are not old enough 

' for the benefits of the War Vet- 
erans’ Allowance Act remains un- 
solved. Some effort was at least 
contemplated in the appointment 
of the War Veterans’ Assistance 
Commission whose interim réport 
was tabled in the House of Cum- 
anons ‘by the Hon. Minister of Pen- 
sions, but Mr, MacNicol of tnat 
commission pointed out that they 
hrave to face the problem of more 
than .40,000 unemployed veterans, 
and that recommendations accepted 
by the Government to date could 
only be of benefit to a compara- 
tively small number of ex-service 
men, for the reason that there are 
not enough jobs to go around.
